HOUNDS MEET AT THE CHATEAU 


























Here hounds meet in front of the family's ancient chateau. Unlike the English scene the hunt staff do 
not mount until they actually start hunting. Also it will be noted the hounds are all coupled and then held 
by long "reins". In fact, in French hunting the horse end is not considered important. The tradition, the 
music, the science of the chase are all ranked away ahead. Here the musicians can be seen on the left, and 
from now on the musical notes from their horns will be heard at frequent intervals informing the "field" of 
the progress of the hunt, each musical score standing for a particular stage of the hunt. At right, my friend 
Compte Charles de Gramont, whose industry at the early morning trailing finally won hima position on the 


hunt staff. 
REPORTING THE QUARRY 





A member of the hunt staff skilled in tracking has been out since daylight singling out a male deer of 
the right age. This the experienced ones can do by the slots or tracks. His report as to where the quarry 
lies is made, and herewith professional hunt servants (with caps in hand) receive their orders. Wote the "i" 
brand on the nearest hound. The French hounds carry large brands on their sides instead of the English tatoo 
marks in the ear. At right, French staghounds are either oversize English foxhounds, hounds of the old French 
strain or crossbreds. These are English hounds bred for several generations so they are more up on the leg 
than the usual English foxhound. Their ears, it will be noted, are not rounded. 


WITH LONG REINS 


The long “reins” are off and the 
hunt staff is "up", but the couplings 
are still kept on. This is regarded 
as "open country". In fact, in all 
these scenes the forests are much 
thinner than in most of the staghunt- 
ing countries where the trees are 
almost solid, and the rides have to 
be cut through almost solid vegetation.
